JOCKEY SEWELL DIES FROM HIS FALL. 

Crack Rider Proves to Have Sustained Fatal In- 
ternal Injuries When Lichtmess Went Down. 

New Y'ork. November 10. — Jockey Laverne Sewell, 
one of the best race riders on the American turf, 
who signalized his eighteenth birthday toy riding 
Ram’s Horn to a brilliant victory in the Brighton 
Handicap last July, died late last night in the 
home lie had recently purchased for bis mother at 
Slieepshead Bay, death coming from Injuries sus- 
tained by being heavily thrown to the ground when 
ills mount, Lichtmess, fell in the last race yester- 
day. While at the track the boy bore up bravely 
and declared repeatedly that he was all right. He 
rode home with Fred Bnrlew and ex-jockey Frank 
O'Neill in the former’s aiitomohile and on the way 
was taken with such a severe fainting spell that 
he was with difficulty revived. Medical aid was 
quickly summoned and the doctors did their best 
for tbe suffering lad, but to no avail and be passed 
away In great agony Just before midnight. The 
cause of Sewell’s death was later diagnosed as a 
rupture of tire kidneys and bleeding Internally. 

The news of Sewell’s death was a great shock 
to racegoers. Very few of yesterday’s spectators 
at the track were cognizant even of his fall on 
Lichtmess and to everybody interested, including 
tiie newspaper men, the assurance was forthcoming 
at the truck that he wa.s all right. 

Sewell’s imiiuiel.v death is deplorable and empha- 
sizes the fact that the Jm'key’s calling is lieset with 
deadly peril.

ALL FAVORITES DEFEATED. 

LATONIA TURF FOLLOWERS HAVE A STRENU* 
OUS TIME IN LOCATING WINNERS. 

Dr. Leggo Defeated Because of a Stumble— Shioioe 
Star Recovers Form — Koemer and Hogg 
Suspended- Horses Sold. 



Cincinnati. O.. November 10. — It Is doubtful If 
the race-going public experienced a more disastrous 
day previously during the current meet than they 
stacked up against this afternoon. Not alone did 
the favorites lose nearly all the races, but second 
choices and supiiosed strung contenders met tlie 
same fate. The exception was in the fifth rac*e 
when Toboggan and Auditor fought it out hard 
and the Streett sprinter scored liis fourth successive 
victory during the meeting. He was a slight favor- 
ite near the end over .Yuditor. 

The defeat of Dr. I^eggo In the Iiaodicap by Sliaw- 
ana was due mainly to a mishap that befell the_ 
McCafferty crack shortly after the start and it 
also settled effectively tlie chaiiees of Miss Lida 
getting any part of the purse. Dr. Leggo stumbled 
soon after the start ami to keep from going down 
Mountain, bis rider, took him up short when he tried 
to right him. The horse juni|>ed on Miss Lida 
almost throwing her and himself. ’The mishap caused 
both horses to be far In the rear while rounding 
tlie first turn, whereas Shawana had clear sailing 
and raced into a long lead, which she maintained 
all the way. Dr. Leggo ran a game race and closed 
a big gap, but was unable to overhaul the winner. 

/yucky Charm added to the long list of long-shot 
winners here by scoring In the second race at 60 to 
1. He had the easiest time of any of tbe winners 
during tbe afternoon. 

Judge Price dhi not like the showing made by ' 
Henry O. in the race and had jockey C. Fisher 
and owner Bellew up to explain. 'The owner stated 
that was unable to account for the base’s run- 
ning. and that be bet extensively oa him and bad 
advised his friends to do likewise. 'The explanation 
was plausible and no action was taken. 

Shining Star showed a return of good form In the 
last race and gut up in time to spoil the coup 
planned on Hadur, which is again running In the 
colors of Edward Corrigan. 

W. J. Donobne claimed Refined from the first race, 
paying E. A. Chinn $700 for him. 

St. Tammany pulled up oa tbe verge of breaking 
down after the second race. 

Jockeys Koemer and Hogg were each suspended 
for three days by the starter for disobedience at the 
poet. Jockeys Aubuebon and Swain were each fined 
$‘25 for a similar offense. 

Barney Schreiber was among the layers that did 
business today in the ring. 

The horses of V. Gilbert and W, F. Walters were 
shipped to Loe Angeles this afternoon.

SHIFTING FORTUNES OF THE PLUNGERS. 

The stories of fortunes won and lost by book- 
makers and liackers are largely exaggerated, gen- 
erally based on guess-work •nd as to the main 
feature as apt to be wrong as right. But people 
who follow the horses flml them believable and 
fascinating and will find the following estimate 
by an eastern writer of the net results of the 
season of 1906 to men who figure prominently of 
New Y’ork tracks interesting: 

“If the iKiokmakers win. of course, the backers 
must lose. 'Tliose who know how fond John A. 
Drake Is of racing feel sure that he cannot have 
won on the season, l<ecause he announced four 
weeks ago that he was done wltli the game, as the 
iKmkmnkers would never lay him a fair price. Still, 
there Is excellent authority for the story that when 
the gelding General Haley won at Gravesend, on 
June 19, $2.">f>.000 was taken (Hit of the ring by 
Mr. Drake and his friends. 'Pliere was plenty of 
time, however, to lose back this enormous amount 
and more. Mr. Drake has not lieen at the races 
for several weeks. 

“Another heavy loser on the season Is ‘C'hicago’ 
O’Brien, a man who makes a specialtj' of betting 
as far ‘out on the limb’ as possible. He Is a 
persistent backer of short -priced liorses and his 
favorite bet Is to wager 4 to 1 on the favorite to 
be third. If he loses one of these bets he most 
win four bets at the same odds to get even. Yet 
In the course of eleven years he has accjnlred a 
fortune of $100,000 by that method. 'He Is known 
to have bet $.30,000 (m a favofife at the (aids 
named. He is alKUit $.‘h),*M)0 ont on the year. 

“One of the features of the racing season has 
l(eep the unremitting efforts of John W. Gates to 
l>eat ‘Cad’ Doggett, a clubhouse commissioner, who 
will accept a $10,000 wager on an odds-on favorite 
and never turn a hair. A friend of Mr. Gates said 
recently that he was Inspired Ixy the same desire 
that a man has who tries to ‘break the bank’ at 
Monte Carlo. ‘If 51r. Gates conW succeed in break- 
ing ‘Cad’ Doggett he wonld feel so pleased that he 
would be the first man to give Itoggett a new start 
In life again,’ recently said a gentleman well yefsed 
In the matter. Thus far the duel lietwcen the two 
Is ‘about even.’ 

“George W. Langdon won $.'’>4,000 one day at the 
Sheepshead Bay June meeting and promptly In- 
vested about one-third that amount In the filly Flip 
Flap, hoping to win the Brighton Handicap with 
her, but she was cut down during the race. Then 
she was rested up for the Cup, and It was hitter 
bard hick for Langdon and his frlemls when they 
saw the despised Holscher beat her. This defeat 
<x»8t Langdon a lot of money. 

“ ‘Dave’ .Johnson lias bad a great year thanks to 
his sure and certain bread winner, Roseben; but 
at the Jamaica track, he lost $33,000, of which 
$14,000 was on Keator, which was left at the post. 

“George Wheelock, who has given np ‘laying’ to 
beixane a player from the ground, is reported $40,000 
loser on the year. So Is ‘Packy’ Ryan of Chicago. 
‘Johnny’ Lyons of San Francisco, left here several 
weeks ago a heavy loser. He Is the most extensive 
operator on the coast. He •won a lot of money on 
Rubric one day at Brighton. 

“ ‘Little Pete’ Christensen, a man seldom heard of. 
Is, like ‘ndcago’ O’Brien, a i>er8lstent ‘show’ player. 
He Is a winner, however, to the extent of $40,000. 
The day that Ballot was third at Belmont Park 
In the Champagne Stakes. ‘Little Pete’ wagered 
$2,000 to win and $3,000 to ‘show’ on Mr. Keene’s 
colt. 

“Five years ago ‘Little Pete’ was a waiter iu 
the 'riroll Cafe, Eddy Street. San Francisco. He 
played the races In the handbooks, got Into a lucky 
streak and since then has never looked back. For 
the last two years, he has been a ‘regular’ on 
eastern tracks. He will visit Europe this fall and 
get back In time for the Christmas holidays at 
San Francisco. 

“Despite heavy losses up to the close of the 
Sheepshead Bay June meeting, L. A. Celia, the 
western bookmaker. Is now a winner on the year. 
The exact amount, like the winnings of Cowan 
and others, can only be approximated. ‘Maxey’ 
Blumenthal Is also winner, and though he lost $25,- 
000 In one day he Is now reported $40,000 ahead. 

“ ‘Joe’ Rose is another who is ahead. His partner, 
‘Bill’ Jackman, left for California some weeks ago 
with some heavy losses to recoup if he can. ‘Bill’ 
Beverly, in his quiet, unassuming way. Is as usual, 
a winner on the year. Henry Harris, Henry Wendt. 
A\ Haupt, and others are winners. 'Tyler of late 
has lost though at one time he was well ahead. 

“George Rose, the Iwokmaker, declared at the 
Jamaica track that It would be his last day as a 
‘layer’ this yeaV on eastern tracks. He says he 
Is $100,<X)0 ahead on the season and Is satisfied to 
keep there. Rose did not begin to lay odds on 
the eastern tracks this year until the second meet- 
ing at Gravesend. Nevertheless, In the period whidi 
has elapsed since the first week in June, Rose says 
he has handled in his books $10,000,000. He per- 
sistently ‘lays’ against horses -which seem to figure 
as best, according to the handleapi>ers. He will 
take any reason.ible amount on a horse at even 
money or less. Rose seldom or never bets on a 
horse himself, and when he does it Is Invariably 
on one which the public has made farorlte, and he 
likes it all the better If It Is an odds-on favorite. 

“ ‘Billy’ CV>wan Is declared to be even a much 
larger winner on the season than Is George Rose. 
He has many constituents who have standing orders 
with him to ‘lK)ok’ bets which they fancy overnight 
and which they telephone or write to him about. 
Often these bettors do not send c*r receive any 
settlements for weeks at a time. ‘S(d’ Llchten- 
st(>in, one of the slirewdest men in the ring and 
usnall.v a big winner, is reported to l(e a little 
better than even on the season. 

“George Boles, who has backed several hooks 
this season. Is about $23,000 ahead on the year. 
He, too. never hesitates to ‘lay’ the favca-lte, espe- 
cially an even money or odds-on horse. StlU, he 
will at times lay long ones. Once this year he 
laid the odds at 200 against Caronal, which horse 
was at 50, 20 and 10. He ran nowhere, hut if 
he had won Boles would have paid out to Harry 
McCarty $16,000. Tlie bet was made mi liehalf of 
Charles E. Morris, a wealthy Montana miner. 

As to the numlier of hank rolls which have been 
lost, at least a hundred ‘liackjiiiers’ went on at 
the earl.v spring m(»etliig. and out of that there are 
liarel.v ten to he seen now. In the field, however, 
there are no complaints from layers, who seem 
to do well In that section the year round, though 



often enough tliey have overlaid the odds on win- 
ning horses. But the field game always was a 
good one.” 

GRAND CONSOLATION CANDIDATES. 

Of the stake races yet to he run in the east the 
Grand Consolation for two-year-olds Is by far the 
most valuable and, for that reason. Is already the 
focus of considerable discussion and speculation In 
eastern turf circles. It la a dash of seven furlongs, 
wltli $3,090 added and, since the winner will re- 
ceive In tlie neighliorhiHMl of $3,000, it is not a 
matter for wonder that owners who have nomina- 
tions regard the event solicitously. Last year it 
fell to the good filly Flip Flap, and the year pre- 
vious this year’s crack. Dandelion, was the winner. 
The race will be run next Saturday with some 
very good two-year-olds (X'rtain to start, among 
which are Tourenne, Montgomery, Okenite, Lorlng, 
The JVrestler, Fantastic, Joe Miller, Fish Hawk, 
Toddles, .\letheuo. Adoration and Orphan I.,ad. The 
latter colt, with his gcxxl record of nine races won 
out of fifteen starts, will re(*elve the loyal support 
of the citizens of Maryland, the District of C/olum- 
bla and Virginia, and will be hard to lieat in his 
present form, hut Tourenne Is almost sure to he 
tlie favorite. R. T. Wilson. .Tr.’s filly. Adoration, 
is being especially pointed for this race. Yankee 
Gnu Is among the nominations, hut will not he a 
starter.
